‘THB PROPOSED EXTENSION OF 


THE NEW) ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 


Gecretary Bayard toGoto Missouri to Lecture on 
Thomas Jefferson— The President Going to New 
York—Concerning the Spoils—Putting 
the Engravers on a Furlough. 


Wasuiscton, May 26.—The cabinet meeting 
to-day was attended by all the mombers ex- 
cept Secretary Manning, who isin New York 
on private business. The session was devoted 
io the consideration of a proposition looking 
to the continuance of the world’s cotton expo- 
sition at New Orleans beyopd the thirty-first 
instant, and allowing the government exhibits 
to remain in case the continuance is decided 
upon. A general desire was expressed to aid 
the exposition to the full extent of the law as 
embodied in the act of incorporation, and the 
Various measures in support of the exposition, 
but it is said thata majority of the members 
of the cabinet were of opinion that the presi- 
dent bad no legal right to grant an extension 
of the original period fixed for the exposibion. 

The decision was accordingly adverse to a 


continuance of the exposition, 
GOING TO MISSOURI. - 

Secretary Bayard will leave Washington 
next week for the west, to deliver an oration 
oh “Thomas Jefferson” at the State university 
of Mirfouri. .He will be accompanied by his 
private secretary, Mir. Bryan, ex-Congress- 
man Hurd, Colonel Switzler, and probably 
Benatr Cockrell. 

The failure of the bureau of engraving and 
printing toeecure the contract for printing 
the postage stamps for thegpostotlics-depart- 


ment, will result in a further reduction

Chief Burnett, in congequence ofthe discon- 
tinuation of the prinfing of one and two dol- 
lar notes.

iime to come. The formal transfer 
of the cflice of chief of the bureau from Captain 
Burrill to Mr. Graves will take place on the 
Ist prox. It is stated as a singular fact that 
there were more democrats than republicans 
employed in the bureau under the last admin- 
istration. 
GOING TO NEW YORK. 

The president will probably visit New York 
on the 30th inst. and participate in the local 
observance of decoration day. 

The president to-day issued an executive 
order closing all the government departments, 
including the government printing oflice and 
department of agriculture, on the 30th instant, 
in order to allow the employes thereof to par- 
ticipate in the decoration of the soldiers’ 
graves. 

PROFESSOR RILEY AND THE BUGS. 

Professor Riley, entomologist of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, has been surprised for 
eome time to hear of the ravages ofthe Hes- 
sian fly in the wheat fields on the Pacific coast. 
Heretofore it has been supposed that this pest 
did not extena beyond the wheat belt east of 
the Rocky mountains, and Professor Riley has 
been inelined to attribute the damage to an- 
other wheat insect. The entomologist has been 
*“communicaticn with Profezsors Hilgard, 
Dwinnelle aud other scientists in California, 
end to-day received a specimen insect which 
he pronounced the genuine Hessian fly, and 
there is uo longer a doubt that the insect has 
made its way to the Pacific slope. 

JOHN ROACH’S NEW SHIP. 

Secretary Whitney has received the follow- 
ing letter from John Roach: 

Your letter of the 2d instant, relating to the trial 
trips of the Dolphin, is duly received. Although 
I‘consider, and it appears yery plain under the 
terms of the contract, that my liability ceased and 
allthe conditions required of me were complied 
with on the termination of the trial of March 10, 
still lam very willing, as I have previously stated 
to you, to doallin my power to satisfy you as to 
the efticiency of the ship, so farI am responsible 
under my contract. For this purpose a trial on 
Long Isiau und will be made on the 28th in- 
stant, as you direct, and the other at as early a 
cate thereafter as practicable.

A BRAZILIAN OUTRAGE, 

The department of state received to-day a 
report from Mr. Osborn, minister to Brazil, in 
regard to the arrest and imprisonment of 
Beckford Mackey, United States consul at Rio 
Grande. Consul Mackey has also writ- 
ten to his relatives here, giving an ac- 
count of the difficulty. It appears that Mackey 
bad for many weeks been violently assailed 
fer no ascertained cause, in the columns of the 
newspeper at Rio Grande, Do Sul.- The ed- 
itor, one Amorim, sent Mackey a note bya 
metsenger on April 15th, proposing that if he 
subscribed for the paper it would cease to at- 
tack him. He declined the offer and kicked 
the messenger out of his office. On the next 
day the editor madea scurillous attack on 
Mackey, and assailed his mother, an excellent 


lady distinguished _for her piety. 
On the same evening, as Consul Mackey 
entered the theater, he was 


confronted by Amorim with an uplifted stick. 
Mackey at once struck him a heavy blow in 
the fece with his walking cane. His assailant 
drew his pistol, but before he could fire, tae 
consul shot him twice, and he fel! to the floor. 
Mackey, accompanied by the consul of the 
German empire, repaired to the poiice magis- 
trate and surrendered himselt. Amorim, 
whose wounds proved not to be severe, then 
Srrived at the head of an armed body of 
tuflians, and demanded that Mackey should 
be surrendered to him. The police officers were 
overawed and fled, but Mackey drew his pistol 
and kept the mob off a few minutes. He is 
held prisoner, as the offense is not bailable. 
All the foreign consuls have visited him ina 
body, and signed a statement justifying his 
ection, while hundreds of leading citizens 
bave tendered him their aid, and the leading 
lawyer of that province has volunteered for his 
defense. His trial will take place next week. 
Mackey is a young man, in his twenty-third 
yeer. He graduated with the highest honors 
#t Pio Nono college, Macon, Ga., and later at 
the law school of Georgetown, when he was

CATHOLIC BAPTISM: 


The Presbyterian General Acsembly Deba- 
ting its Validit, . 


Cincinnati, May 26.—Atthe Presbyterian 
general assembly this morning it was found 
necessary to restrictthe attendance in order 
to keep the aisles clear. Atter disposing of 
the business from the standing committees, 
the resolution and amendments concerning 
the sufficiency of Catholic baptism came up. 

Dr. G. et Hayes, of Colo- 
rado, opened the debate, saying 
‘‘the plea is made that the minnimus of truth 
being retained, the corruptions that overlie it 
do not invalidate the minimum. If we believe 
that there is truth enough in this church, we 
act inconsistently in sending missionaries to 
South America and New Mexico to labor 
amongst the Catholics.” He then spoke 
upon what baptism was, and referred to the 
gospel of Matthew es authority. 

Key. C. K. Burnley, of Dennett, New York 
said: ‘We are on the verge ot danger. I be- 
lieve that it is dangerous to pass the resolution 
By so doing we put into the hands of the Ro- 
man Catholic priesthood and every devotee of 
the Roman Catholic church just the weapon 
they have been looking for.’’ 

Dr. Werrell, of New York, spoke of the 
ability of the pastors as well as the theological 
professors and other learned men to decide 
upon this subject. He was opposed to the 
amendment, and spoke of the reasons he had 
for favoring the original resolution. He de- 
clared that the reformers themselves did not 
hold that the Catholic church was a church; 
that Luther had said himself: ‘She is a hope- 
less apostate.’’ 

Dr. Alfred Yeomans offered the following 
resolution: 

Resolyed, That it isthe decision of the general 
essem bly that its last deliverance 
on the subject of Romish baptism, 
leaving the question of rebaptism to the decision 
of the session in which the question may arise, 
does recegnize the validity of such baptism, while 
it does not enjoin upon the session the admission 
of Roman Catholics into their communions with- 
outrebaptism, This assembly reaffirms the de- 
cision of 1575 as its deliverance at this time. 

The decision of 1875 ia as follows, 

That the decision of the question be left tothe 
jedgment of each charch session, guided by tne 
priucipies governing the rules concerning bap- 
Ltism, as laid Gown in the standards of our church. 

Dr. C. A. Dickey, of Philadelphia, would 
like to bave offered another amendment, bat 
did not do so because two amendments were 
already pending.

RIEL’S REBELLION. 


AYLWARD, THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
IRISHMAN CONGERNED. 


The Arrival of Aylward in London Last January— 
The Secret Miesion at Which He Hinted— His 
Departure for Paris as the Agent of Kiel 
~Other News From abroad, Btc. 


Loxpon, May 26.—The Press association 
publishes the following, which it says was ob- 
tained from a reliable source: ‘‘Early in Jan- 
uary Alfred Aylward, notorious in connection 
with the Boer rebellion, arrived in London 
from New York. He was extremely reticent 
in regard to {the objects of his visit, but on 
one occasion he told friends at a social gather- 
ing at his lodgings in Piccadilly 
that before long he would = again 
prove a sharp thornin the side of the British 
government. He went to Paris and remained 
there a fortnight, staying at the American 
hotelin Rue D’Anjou, and describing himself 
asasurgeon dentist. He carefully avoided 
the English and Irish haunts, ignoring the 
Fenian leaders. Our informant says that Ayl- 
ward’s visit -was connected with  Riel’s 
rebellion, and the furthering of the movement 
among the French population of Canada for 
separation from Great Britain; that Franc 
encourages the idea directly by organized em- 
—e and intrigue far more than the Ea- 
glish or loyal Canadians realize. The Riel 
afiair was simply an experiment, designed to 
accustom the French Canadians to feel and 
think as a distinct race. 

About the middle of March, Aylward 
started for New York via Havre, 
giving his address tothe London friend as 
Jackson sireet, St. Paul, Minn. After his ar- 
rival at St. Paul, many officers of the Irish 
republican brotherhood went westward, inclu- 
ding Captain Thomas 8. Mullen, who, in the 


years 1565 and 1866 was regarded as 
Ca piain McCaficrty’s right haud 
man, and Sargent Crosby, formerly 


of the Seventeenth United States infantry. 
They traversed Dakota at the head of thirty- 
six armed men, with three mule teams and 
thirty days’ rations. Mullen made no secret 
of his destination or intentions. Aylward’s 
directing band is plainly seen in the fighting 
at Batouche. Aylward went to Africa in 1868, 
becaugce his life was endangered by unjust 
suspicions of assassination from the comwmit- 
tee of the Irish republican brotherhood. In 
October, 1883, Aylward voluntarily presented 
himself before a committee of Rossa’s imme- 
diate supporters and justified himself against 
the charge of unfaithtulness.”’

Interview Witha Man Who Knows Riel— 
the Present Situation, 

Winnerec, Man., May 26.—Rev. Mr. Pit 
blado, of this city, was on board the-steamer 
North Cote, when Rie}was being conveyed to 
Saskatoon. Ile had some, conversation with 
the rebel leader, and the following is extract- 
ed from areport of the trip which he has 
given in private letters. 

Pitblado dercribes Rie] as a cunning, intel- 
ligent man. Liel said he did not know what 
the authorties would do with him. He was 
forced to fight, he said, by the mounted 
police and the Hudson bay oilicers. They 
ap amatae over the half-breeds and abused 
their power.

lowing relates to the fight at Batouche: 

‘Is not this a bad job for you?” 

“Yes, very bad, but Good. Providence has 
prevented it from being worse. Had the Indians 
we expected joined us, we would have been 
much stronger and better able to resist.” 

‘‘How many men had you in the fight?”’ 

“About five hundred. I expected an attack 
on the north side of the river, and left 150 men 
to resist it on that side. This weakened us on 
the other side.’’ 

“Where were you during tha fight?” 

‘‘At first, when the mist was on the river. I 
was on the north side, but when the attack 
was made I went everywhere, among the men 
and all through the pits.” 

How many of your men were killed?” 

“Eight, and two wounded fatally, I fear. 
One was wounded in the breast and the other 
in the abdomen.”’ 

‘‘Were the priests friendly to you?” 

“They were not, and they insisted on us be- 
‘ipg submissive tothem. They were against 
our trying to redress our own grievances, Ever 
since the doctrine of the infallibility of the 
pope wes propounded, they have been very 
tyrannical. e did not wish the 
people to do anything, but the 
priests to do all. If they had been in 
favor of peace I would have been with them. 
They were in favor of fighting for the priests, 
but not for the people. They used double 
edged swords. They turned the people against 
them because they assumed the civil functions. 
They turned the Protestants againgt them 
because they opposed them. The priests seek 
power for themselves, not the good 
of the pecple. They are against the Protes- 
tants, both politically and religiously. They 
are against me now, not because I rebelled, 
but because Idid not succeed in helping 
them.” 

Riel further said that the people compell- 
ed him to fight, and would not let him go 
back to Montana. Hewas on his way to 
give himself up to Middleton when captured 
by the scouts. 

Another extract 
reads: 

“Will the Indians fight?” 

“IT don’t know. Otter’s attack on the Indi- 
ans prevented them from joining Had 
they come as they were expected the fight 
would have been worse. I had about twenty- 
five of them with me.” 

‘Did you send messengers to them over 
the country after the Fish creek battle?’ 

‘Yes, I sent to ©’Appelle and Battleford, but 
not to Colonel Garry.” 

As to religion, Rev. Pitblado says he had 
several long conversations to-day with Riel 
on the subject of his religious views. He 
seems to be quite willing to talk, and declares 
that he is now done with the church of Rome. 
He is evidently trying to create 
sympathy for himself among the Protestants. 
His great antipathy to the priests consists in 
his hatred for their interference in many mat- 
ters. They have too much to do with civil af- 
fairs. The council at Batouche passed a reli- 
gious creed of distinct doctrines, which 
they. wished to teach the people. [Dit- 
blado gave a sketch of the creed thus

CLUVERIUS MAKES DEFENSE. 


(The Murderer Starts In to Swear H:mself 
a Ont of Trouble. 


4 Ricumonp, May 26.—In the Cluverius mur- 
‘der trial thiggnorning some time was spent in 
discussing th® question as to whether Herman 
Joel, the witness who had testified to repair- 
ing a watch key tor the prisoner, should be al- 
lowed to take the key pieces for the pur- 
pose of identifying it. The defense stated 
tbat they wished to introduce witnesses whose 
testimony would necessitate the introduction 
of the key, and consequently they did not 
want the key taken apart. It was de- 
cided thet the key should not be taken to 
pieces. 

The defense then opened their case by in- 
troducing Mrs. Jane F’. Tunstall as their first 
witness. She testified that she had lived at 
Little Plymouth, King and Queen connty, 
over thirty years. Phe prisoner was her 


nephew and Lillian Madison was 
ber grandneice. The prisoner 
bad resided at her house from 


4876 until the time of his arrest, except when 
He wes at school. Soon after her husband’s 
death she gave the prisoner the watch and 
key. They had Selenmed to her husband. 
The Witness was shown the key found at the 
retervoir, and she said she had never seen it 
before nor one like it. She had known Lillian 
all her life, and hed paid a portion of her 
school expenses. Lillian and the prisoner had 
corresponded, although both had been forbid- 
den to do so by Lillian’s tather. The witness 
had received three letters from Lillian shortly 
hetore her death. The last one was dated 
March 14th. It was evidently misdated, as it 
wes one day after Lillian’s death. This letter 
was read aloud. Init Lillian informed Mrs. 
Tunstall that she was about to close her school 
in Bath county, and goto Old Point Comfort 
with a lady friend as a companion. 
Her friend was to pay all expenses. The 
other letters were read aloud, but contained 
nothing bearing onthecase. The witness 
stated that she always answered Lillian’s let- 
ters and post them always herself. Lillian 
was at witness’ house about two years ago. 

She stole away from home and spenta week 
with her. Lillian was not allowed to visit the 
withers nor her grand parents, Mr. and Mra. 
Walker. An undated letter, which the wit- 
ncss said was written to her by Lillian two 
years when her parents’ refused 
to vo to school another 
session, from Mrs. Turnstall’s house, 
speaks of her (Lillian’s) great suffering, 
her despair and anguish, and Rae prayer for 
ceath. In itshe said: “If suicide were not 
a sin, how soon the lingering spark otf my 
life would vanish, but I will wait God’s own 
time. I know He is just and will see that you 
sudItoo, shall be righted.” The witness 
tated that the prisoner had borne a good rep- 
‘fation in the neighborhood so far as she 

ew. All seemed to be fond of him. 
Willian was separated from 
her family two months the first time and nine 

.onths the next time, during which she 

as at witness’s house. It did not occur to 
h.¢ witness that the education she was giviog 
Lillian fitted her for a higher station in lite, 
and was calculated to make her dissatisfied 
with her humble home. She had heard Lil- 
lantalk about suicide and had advised her 
not to talk so. The witness had always urged 
her to be reconciled to her life, and to remain 
with her parents until she was twenty-one 
years old. 

Witness wes asked numerous questions by 
the presecution asto her relations with the 
Medison family, the estrangement existing 
between them, etc. A letter was shown the 
witness which she identified as written by her 
to Lillian, but not addressed by her. 

Rev. John A. Ryland, of Middlesex county, 


was - sworn. He was born and 
raised in King and Queen county; knew 
the prisoner; so far as he knuew 


the prisoner he was a young manof spotless 
character, and he bore that reputation in the 
community where he lived. The witness bap- 
tized the prisoner, who was a member of his 
church. 

James J. Atkins, living near Little Ply- 
mouth, King and Queen county,testified. He 
knew the prisoner; saw him on March I[1 ino 
bis (witness’s) blacksmith shop; was positive 
he had no’ mustache; had been constantl 
associating with him, and never saw him wit 
a mustache. His reputation was always good, 
s0 far as witness knew. He did not notice the 
prisoner particularly to see if he had a mus- 
tache, but was sure he had none. 

Thomas Milby wasthe next sworn. He tes- 
tified that he kept a store at Centreville; was 
at his store on the fourteenth of March: Both 
prisoner and his father were there on that day. 
Did not remember hearing a conversation be- 
tween the two about the scars on the prisoner’s 
hand, nor about the latter’s trip to Richmond. 
He saw the prisoner several times that day, 
but observed nothing unusual in his appear- 
ance. 

Jemcs Dodson, clerk at the American hotel, 
was recalled by the defense to show that he 
had said he never saw the man,and only saw 
the woman when she came to the hotel. She 
registered at the hotel as F. L. Merton. A boy 
came to the hotel with a notefor her which 
witness took to her, and it was at once an- 
swered. The lady went out almost immedi- 
ately afterward. She came back to dinner 
between 1:30 and 2 o’clock. The note was first 
brought to the hotel by the boy at 10 o’clock. 
He took the answer away, but returned in five 
minutes and gave the note to the witness, 
saying he could not findthe man. She left 
the hotel, and next day when he found she 
was, gone and had not paid her bill, he opened 
the note read it and then tore it up and threw 
the pieces in the waste basket. 

Coroner Taylor was recalled to verify the 
testimony of Hunter Hunt, before the jury in 
relation to the statement of the witness that he 
had seen a watch key like the one shown him 
at the inquest on the bureau in room No. 21. 
The impression made on Dr. Taylor’s mind 
was that Hunt said he did see a key, but not 
the identical one shown him. 

Emmett Richardson was recalled and re- 
peated his testimony about coming to Rich- 
mond on March 12th in company with the 
prisoner. He went with him to a barber shop 
and he got shaved. He had no mustache. 
Saw him no more after that until recently. 
He had seen him wear an old fashioned 
gold watch. key, and had wound 
up hisown watch with it. The key found 
at the reservotr was shown to him, and he 
stated that he had never seen the prisoner 
wear one like it. He had an engagement to 
meet the prisoner at four o’clock on the even- 
ing of the thirteenth ot March, but did not 
meet him. The court adjourned uatil to-mor- 
row morning.

| FRENCH DISCONTENT. 


THE ALARMING MOVEMENTS OF 
THE COMMUNISTS. 


The Most Serious Hising Since the Riots of 1871—The 
Law and Order Classes Dissatisfied With the 
Action ofthe Government—Defeet of the 

: Ministry Looked for—Other News, 


Panis, May 26.—As many as eight thousand 
people went to the cemetery of Pere LaChaise 
yesterday to attend interment of the revolu- 
tionist Cournit. Not until the throng were 
leaving the cemetery was any attempt made 
by the police to interfere with them. Then 
the police tried to capture the red flag, and to 
disperse the mob. In the melee which fol- 
lowed, the sergeant was wounded with some 
long pointed steelinstrument. The police were 
not equal to the demands of the situation, and 
had tosummon the republican guard to their 
assistance. Itis asserted that the prefect of 
police will to-day publish a decree prohibit- 


ing the use of flags in public demonstrations, 
The changed attitude of the government to- 
ward the communists causes serious uxneasi- 
nees, and a general apprehension that a dan- 
gerous outbreak is imminent prevails. The 
‘wighmorve Opinion is that the anarchists must 

e repressed witha firm hand. The rioting 
on Sunday was the most rcrious that has oc- 
curred since the days of the commune. 

The triumphant attitude assumed by the 
revolutionists since the withdrawal of the mil- 
itary and police opposition to the communist 
demonstration on Monday, has provoked suc 
bitter feeling among the law and order 
classes that the affair, it is believed, 
will now lead to an important debate in the 
chamber of deputies. Many suppose that one 
result of this debate will be an attempt to 
overthrow the present ministry. 

The Journal des Debats blames the govern- 
ment for allowing the communists to parade 
with red flags yesterday, and urges the enact- 
ment of alaw against the public use of all 
emblems of sedition. The French press gen- 
erally condemn the indecision of the govern- 
went in its conduct during the past few days 
toward the communists. The revolutionists 
organize a jubilee over what they term a tri- 
umph of the communists over the authorities. 

The chamber of deputies this evening, after 
a long and stormy debate concerning the Pere 
La Chaise ripts Sunday, and the government’s 
leniency toward the communists yesterday, 
voted confidence in the government by atally 
of 388 to 10. The ministry to-day discussed 
yesterday’s communist riots, and approved 
the police prefect’s ordinance forbidding here- 
efter the public display in the department of 
the Seine of any emblems except the national 
tri color and the proper flags of foreign na- 
tions. 

Four thousand men, including the members 
of the municipal council, to day followed the 
ccfiin bearing the body of Charies A. Mouroux, 
commune leader, to the grave in Pere La 


Chaise cemetery, There were twelve orations 


delivered over the grave. The revolutionist 
committees attending the tuneral displayed 
the red flag of the commune inthe cemetery, 
and this emblem was greeted with cries of 
‘Vive la commune.” 

It is cfficially announced that Victor Hugo 
will be buried inthe Pantheon. Before this 
announcement was made, a decree had been 
drafted secularizing the Pantheon in order to 
permit cof the interment therein of Hugo's 
remains. The date of the funeral remains 
unfixed, although the government desires to 
huve if take piace next Saturday. M. Rene 
Goblet will deliver the funeral oration, Five 
hundred deputations have already announced 
their intention to attend the funeral. 

In the chamber of deputies to-day M. La- 
Croix interpellated the government with refer- 
erce to the occurence at Pere La Chaise 
cemetery Sunday. He accused the govern- 
ment of causing the disorders. He denied the 
right of the goverment to interfere with the 
display of red flags, on the ground that the 
law relating to the emblems has not been 


passed. M. Le Lievre urged the 
government to redouble its etforts 
to prevent ;the display of red flags 
and banners. M. La Croix’s motion declar- 


ing that no law existed preventing the dis- 
play of flags and emblems and condemning 
the action of the police on Sunday, was re- 
jected, by a vote of 432to0 44. Casmir Periere 
then offered a motion expressing confidence 
in the government in enforcing respect for 
the national flag. The motion, as already 
stated, was adopted by a vote of 388 to 10. 

After the announcement of .the vote of Con- 
fidence, M. Allsin Targe, fainted away, and 
had to be carried out of the chamber. La- 
france, referving to the commuznistic disturb- 
ance says it has been a disagreeable event, but 
will veri blow over. It declares that the 
anarchists are neither strong nor numerous 
enough to gain anything by the movement, 
and that neither the property nor the security 
of peaceable citizens is threatened by the con- 
flict. 


The Sanitary Conference. 

Rome, May 26.—The techuical committee 
of the International sanitary conference has 
unanimously approved the French delegates’ 
motion in favor of inviting the countries in- 
terested to construct model forts and to pro- 
vide for a vigorous inspection of vessels from 
infected places. 


The Pope and the Irish Bishop, 

Rome, May 26.—The pope yesterday had a 
two hours conference with the Irish bishop. 
The strictest secrecy was enjoined upon all 
participating in the conference as to what took 
place. It is supposed, however, that the pope 
spoke strongely and plainly tothe bishop in 
regard to their animosity to England. 


The Duke and the Duchess: 
Bompay,May 26.—The duke and the duchess 
of Connaught have sailed for England. 

The Indian government have submitted to 
the earl of Kimberly, British secretary for In- 
dia, a proposal to raise a regiment of native 
troops to be officered wholly by the native 
chiefs and princes. 

The troops of the Second corps have been 
notified that they are no longer required for 
immediate service. This is the corps which 
the duke of Connaught, who was on his way 
to England, was recently summoned back to 
command. | 


Vandalism in London,

At the 
same time he opened his knifeand putit in his 
pocket. Thetwothen started for the barroom, 
and as they entered the door Sikes yelled: “‘Hur- 
rah for Cleveland!’”? Moonanswered, ‘“‘Hurrah 
for Blaine!’ Sikes came back and asked what 
—— was that who hollowed for Blaine, and made 
a lunge with his knife at a megro who was 
stauding by. Moon at once spoke and 
said: “The boy did not do it, It was 
me, and I am as good a Cleveland man 
asanyene.” Sikes said, ‘You area ‘ad 
and Moon struck him over the head with a smal) 
stick. Sikes had his knife in his band, and at once 
plunged itinto Moon’stemple. Sikes was imme- 
diately caught by someof the bystanders, and 
Moon sank to floorinah unconscious condition. 
Sikes was arrested and carried to the stationhouse, 
where he remained until Sunday morning and 
released on bond, Sikes is a man about thirty 
years old, and lately came from Augusta. Ga, to 
work in the Athens foundry.

Incidents in the Career of one of Georgtia’s 
Greatest Statesmen. 
Frem the Savannah, Ga., News. 

Hon. George W. Crawford was elected gov- 
ernor in 1843, and served two terms. He wad 
a marked man in personal appearance, and 
there wes a kind of magnetism about him that 
invited approach, yet repulsed too much fa- 
milierity. There was decision in his eyes and 
on his lips;and there was also a playful humor 
in his manner. His manner was hie own and 
peculiarly striking, especialy as an officer. 

While governor, # young man in Columbus 
killed a young lady. The act was deliberate 
though born of passionand love. The young 
lady would not receive his attentions, -and, 
burning under the mortification of rejection, 
he shot her. The father of the young man 
lived in Baldwin county and was a good and 
quiet citizen, though his son was wild. For 
the father’s sake several prominent’ citizensof 
Milledgeville interested themselves in the 

cung man, who wastried and sentenced to 

ehung. They asked Governor Crawford to 
give him a reprieve until the legislature as- 
sembled. 

Governor Crawford listened patiently to their 
plea for mercy. Then addressing the chief 
speaker, he said: ‘How old did yeu say the 
young man is?”’ 

“Only about 20 years old, governor,” 

“Only 20, you say?” 

“That is ail, governor.” 

Governor Crawford, with his eye flashing 
and his lips compressed, said: Gentlenten, if 
that be the bud what wil] the blossom be? He 
hangs.” 

Hang he did, but it took several men to car- 
ry him to the gallows, for he fought and re- 
sisted until overpowered. 

A POINT ON ORTHODOXY. 

It was the duty ofthe governor to appoint a 
minister of the gospel to preach to the convicts 
in the penitentiary. The salary was $150 per 
year. Theré was living in Milledgeville at 
the time of Governor Crawford’s administra- 
tion a Dr. Blake, an eccentric sort of character, 
though a man well read, and who had been at 
one time a minister somewhere in England.

The government of Ecuador claims that 
Santos renounced his citizenship in this 
country by remaining in Ecuador over two 
years. The second and third articles of the 
treaty.of 1872, between Ecuador and the 
United States, provide that, if a naturalized 
citizen of either country shall renew his resi- 
dence in that where he was born, without an 
intention of returning to that where he was 
naturalized, he shall be held to have reas- 
sumed the obligations of his original citizen- 
ship, and to have renounced that which he 
bad obtained by naturalization; and further 
a retcidence of more than two years in the 
native country of a naturalized citizen, shail 
be construed as anintention on his part to 
stay there without returning to that where 
he was neturalized. This presumption, how- 
ever, may be rebutted by evidence to the 
contrary. 

The case now hangs upon the evidence 
offered for, or against the presumption raised 
by the terms of the treaty. The proofs tiled 
iu behalf of Santos show that he alvvays in- 
tended to return to this country, send ls, 
therefore, an American citizen; but Senor 
Flores, the Ecuadorian minister, accredited 
both tothe European powers and tothe 
Upited States, asks time in which to file eyi- 
dence of a contrary nature; and pending the 
production of evidence on this point, the 
case rests. 

The case is an interesting one. The last 

congress directed the government to protect 
Santos in his lifeand property ; and President 
Arthur sent the Wachusett to Bahia to ob- 
tain the release or speedy trial of the pris- 
oner. Commender Mahan was met at the 
ou‘set with the claim that Santos had re- 
nounced his American citizenship, and he 
accomplished nothing. Since then the Ecua- 
dorian courts hevye practicaily pronounce: 
Santos innocent of all political offenses, but 
he is still deprived of liberty. It seems plain 
that Santos is in very unfriendly hands; but 
it is equally plain that, if he hasall along 
intended to return to this country, Mr. Bay- 
ard will see that heeither has a fair and 
specay triel or is setat liberty. The state 
departinent proposes to extend the protec: 
tion of this government to every person.once 
domiciled here with the intention o! per- 
nanently remaining here. This protection 
he proposes to extend firmly, promptly and 
definitely, so that all American rezidents ia 
other countries will feel that unless they for- 
feit by their own acts the rights of American 
domicile, there is behind them a power that 
no nation will care to offend. 

Secretary Bayard also proposes to look into 
ail existing treaties on this subject, with a 
view of making them definite if they are 
vague, and plain if their terms are doubtful. 
it is believed several treaties need rectifica- 
HON 1M tis particular. ltis plain this ad- 
ministration has a straightforward, sensible 
and statesemaniike foreign policy. The San- 
tos case will doubtless prove that a demo- 
cratic administration can he trusted to en- 
force the rights of our citizens even in cases 
in which a republican administration had 
signally feiled.

The three years cover the period when the 
republican party was preyented from robbing 
its office-holders of their salaries to swell its 
campaign fund.

IS ETHRIDGE INSANE? 


A QUESTION AGITATING THEMINDS 
OF MACON. 

Other News From Macon-—Miss Lamar’s Assailant 
Identified—In the Two Courts—Fire in Bast 
Macon—To Pay Burial Expenses—Per- 
sonal and Otherwise ofthe Day. . 


MACON, Ga., May 26.—[Svecial.}—Since the an- 
nouncement of the escape of Alex. Etheridge 
from the lunatic asylum, @ great deal has been 
said here concerning the matter. Many unhesi- 
tatingly condemn the physician and jury for ad- 
judging the wily burglar insane, while others be- 
lieve that the verdict of insanity was warranted 
by the facts in the case. 

Etheridge was noted in Macon asa bad negro. 
He was the worst of sneak thieves, and many of 
his burglaries were unusually skillful. In the 
robbery of Colonel H, J. Lamar’s 
residence, he displayed his usual cunning, 
but let his foot slip by pawning the stolen ar- 
ticles. He made another mistake in underesti- 
mating the shrewdness of the Macon police. 
While the men on the force make no pretensions 
of possessing extraordinary detective powers, yet 
it is a fact recognized by all who know the force 
that its members deservedly rank among the 
best guardians of peace and property in the coun 
try. . 

The police maintained all along that 
Etheridge was not crazy, notwithstauding his 
furious and continued antics after his arrest. It 
is Claimed that certain members of the force 
knew that the cunning rascal had successiully 
practiced theinsanity dodge in Nashyille, and 
that these members informed the authorities here 
they knew. The result of Etheridge’s 
second trial for insanity was agreat surprise to 
the pelice, althongh they knew that he did not 
fora moment discontinue his eflorts to create the 
impression that he was insane, 

On the other hand, it is claimed that the phy- 
siclan and the jury did uot kuow anything of the 
nepro’s antececgents, aud it issimply a matter of 
impossibility to believe that either acted in any 
other way than that clearly suggested by what 
seemed to be the facts in the case. No man in 
this community stands higher than Dr. P. H. 
Wright, and whatever he did in the matter was 
the result of what he conscientiously believed to 
be the right thing todo. The same thing may be 
justly said of the jury, 

Etheridge’s escape from the asylum clearly dem 
onstrates that he was not insane, and all that can 
be done mow is to arrest him again, if possible. 

lf the case causes the authorities to weigh more 
carefully the claims of criminais to be insaue, 
whether made by themselves or their relativesaud 
friends, Etheridge’s escape will mot be without 
good results, 

In the meantime, people in Macon are disposed 
to believe in the absolute sanity of everybody, 
whether criminals or not.

CHICAGU, May 26—Fine weather and the post- 
ing of an increase in the visible suppiy of wheat 
caused a weak market to-day. The market opened 
weak and sold off rapidly to a point 1%c under 
the latest figures of yesterday, reacted 24° and 
closed steady on the regular board‘at 1 o’clock.

That the water works should, in the opinion of 
your committee, be putin immediate repair and 
undergo enlargement; and that to accomplish tais 
object the cash outlay is necessary to the amount 
of one hundred thousand dollars,for more,and that 
if the general council can provide ways and means 
at once to meet this demand, your committee are 
not prepared to recommend a sale of the works, 

But he recommend that your honorable body 
immediately take that question into consideration 
aud if determined to raise that amount, so s00n as 
action to that effect be finally and definitely had, 
that.then all bids for the purchase of the water 
works be rejected, 

Your com mittee make no recommendation upcen 
the financial questiops here involved, but they 
see no resource from which that amount of money 
can be raised other than by increasing the indeb- 
tednecs of the city, after obtaining legislative 
sanction, and the conseat ol the people at an elec- 
tion held for that purpose. 

In the eveyt your honorabie body should decide 
not to rais& the amount of money suggested 
then your committee recommend that the 
city accept the bid No. 1, made by Mr.

THE MATTER OF RATES. 


THE MERCHANTS APPEAR BEFORE 
THE,{RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


Colonel John N. Dunn, of Atlanta, Makes a Speech— 
Mr, I. G, Haas, of the Savannah Board of Trade, 
Has a Statement to Make—QOther rhings 
Baid—OConsidering the Question. 


Yesterday the railroad commission heard 
the business men in their answer to the ap- 
plication of the railroads of the state for an 
increase in local freight rates. 

Commissioner Smith was detained at home 
by illness, and did not reach the city until 
in the afternoon. He was not atthe meeting. 

Colonel John N. Dunn, of Atlanta, made 
the first argument before the commission, He 
said the great fault was the people did not read 
the carefully prepared reports of the commis- 
sioners, else they would understand the situa- 


tion. 
COLONEL DUNN 


then read a few extracts from the reports of 
the commissioners, not for their edification 
but in order toshowthe truth of his state- 
ment that the railroad situation had ale 
ready been fully discussed and the railroads 
answered. Colonel Dunn said the fact that 
Alabama, South Carolina and Florida are be- 
ing bled is no reason why Georgia should be 


bled. Here we have a commission to give us 

rotection, and we shall ask that protection. 

he roads in Georgia, said Colonel Dunn, 
by some of their agents, have recently de- 
manded that they be allowed to raise freight 
on flour, grain, hay, etc. 

THEIR CHIEF REASON 
for this move, as they allege, is that the rate 
is too low and much lower than some other 
down-trodden states around us have to pay. 
Let us see how the matter stands in other 
states. The last annual report of the railroad 
commissioner of Michigan furnishes the fol- 
lowing table of rates paid by the people in the 
following named states: 
- New Hampshire pays on her tonnage, per 
ton, per mile, 1.61; Massachusetts, 1.71; Con- 
necticut, 1.95; Pennsylvania, 1.71; Ohio, .87; 
Illinois, 1.18; Iowa, 1.24; Wisconsin, 1.75; 
Michigan, 99, The average rate the people of 
Georgia are now paying on the classes C, D 
and F is more than three cents per ton per 
mile. These are the classes that our roads ray 
the commission is forcing them to carry at a 
ruinously low rate. Georgians paying about 
three cents per ton per mile on C,D and F 
goods, while the peoy.le of Ohio are having all 
their tonnage carriedatseven-eighths of a cent 
per ton per mile. Ohio roads voluntarily 
carrying all tonnage at seven-eighths of a cent 
per ton per mile, while Georgia roads are 
forced by our tyrannical commission to haul 
flour, grain and hay for three cents per ton 
per mile is an outrage which our roads seem 
to be disposed to ventilate. Who blames 
them? ° 
MR. I. G. HAAS, 
of the Savannah board of trade, addressed the 
commission against granting the increase. He 
said Savannah had all she could do to manage 
her lower Georgia and Florida trade and that 
if the rates were increased the business in- 
terests of the city of Savannah would suffer 
greatly. Even now New Orleans, Montgom- 
ery, Mobile, Jacksonville and Fer- 
nandina, are making efforts 
for the trade that by rights belongs to 
Savannah. He said the Central and the 
Savanneh, Florida and Western are very 
shorted-sighted in their policy. Mr. Haas 
referred to the comparative table of rates 
lately submitted to the commission by the 
roads, and said that although the list of out of 
Georgia railroads showed increased rates, 
there was not, he believed, a dividend pay- 
ing road in the list. Although they have high 
rates, they Ss 
DON’T PAY DIVIDENDS. 

Mr. Haas then read the following clipping 
from & newspaper irm 7 

The report of the geueral manager of the Geor- 
gia railroad to the lessees shows the result of the 
operations for the year ending March 31,1885: The 
freight earnings show 2.46 per cent decrease, pas- 
senger earnings 3-77 decrease, earnings from all 
sources 2.85 decrease, expenses 3.13 decrease, net 
earnings 2.36 decrease. Since the year 15881 
there has been a steady reduction of rates, culmi- 
nating in the very low rate of 1.62 cents per ton 
per mile for the year just closed. This reduction. 
Major Green thinks, is largely due to the action of 
the railroad commission, and unless a more gen- 
erous policy is inaugurated itis simply a question 
of — when net earnings will be entirely dis:I- 

ated. 

: Mr. Haasthen said: “J challenge five per 
cent ofthe merchants of Georgia to make as 
gratifying a showing of this year’s business 
as that shows for the Georgia rail- 
road. I am talking about the earnings as 
compared with last vear. I don’t think there 
are half a dozen merchants inthe state whose 
earnings are so near the average. They tell 
us they are earning nothing. If they were 
earning nothing they could not pay dividends.

Mr. Haas closed by asking the commission 
of—consider the great injustice that would 
be done the city of Savannah by allowing the 
increase of rates. 

Mr. J. B. Park, of Greensboro, spoke against 
the increase. He said among other things 
that hethought the legislature ought to ap- 
propriate more money to be used for printing 
the reports of the commission. 

Mr. J. W. Barrett, of Dalton, spoke briefly. 
He wab very much opposed to an increase of 
local rates and gave his reasons therefor. 
He said the uncertainty of rates was a 
great trouble, especially in hauling goods that 
afford only aclose margin.

THE GEORGIA BONDS. 


Dytpeptic Henry Clews Attempting to 
Belittle Them, 
New Yors, May 27.—The state of Georgia, 
Fome few years ago, repudiated eight million 
of its bonds. Just recently Georgia issued 
3,500,000 of bonds known as “new fives.” T, 
Wolfe & Co. wish to place the bonds in New 
York, but the holders of the rapudiated bonds 
object. They think Georgia should redeem 
the repudiated bonds before being permitted 
to place any new bonds on the ‘New York 
market. Several years ago the bans superin- 
tendcot issued an order forbidding savin 
backs from buying state or railroad bonds. 
oFgia, represented by a com» 
mittee, are seeking to have this order repeated. 
This afternoon Deputy Attorney-General Wm, 
A. Post bad a meeting with some of the hold- 
ers of the repudiated bonds and representa- 
dives of the new bonds. Wolffe & Co,, whoare 
geeking to Oc the bonds in New York, were 
represented. Henry Clews stated that his firm 
had rever been financial agents for the state 
of Georgia in New’ York. The Fourth Na- 
dional bank acted in that capaciiy—and does 
ut the present time. While bovernee Bullock 
office; Clews «& 
aS bankers and brokers for the 
Btate of Georgia and negotiated 
its bonds. Pending the sale of the bonds the 
firm loaned large sums of money to the state, 
holding the bonds as collateral. When the 
Btate repudiated its bonds they were left in 
the lurch with many others. Ex-Governor 
Bullock corroborated Clew’s statement as re- 
arded the Fourth National bank being the 
naucial agent ofthe state, and the negotia- 
tions of the repudiated bouds of Clew’s & Co.
